A citizen was 
supposed to.start on the path to ruin by taking 
a glass of beer and wind up in the gutter a whisky 
wreck. That was not true. At least not often. 
Particularly out here in the midwest the custo- 
mers in the early days were steady and frequently 
violent whisky drinkers. The beer habit followed 
immigration from continental Europe and it 
softened down the potations a great deal.

NO WALLS NORTH. 


Canada is electing the dominion parliament this 
week. So far as the United States is concerned, 
the principal issue is the tariff. The Conservatives, 
who now have 60 of the 235 seats, want a high 
tariff as a reply to the Fordney tariff in our coun- 
try. The Liberals, who now have 117 seats, favor 
the creation of a tariff board of experts to devise 
schedules giving moderate protection to Canadian 
products. The Progressives, who are free-traders, 
control another 65 seats. Unless there has been 4 
striking turn-about in Canadian opinion, the low- 
tariff parties will continue im control. 

We have always favored a moderate tariff policy 
toward Canada. We have thought of Canada as 
the northern stratum of an economic unit extend- 
ing from the Arctic to the tropics. Our continent 
has all kinds of climates and resources and it pro- 
duces all but a very few of the important com, 
modities in the world’s commerce. It is natura: 
and desirable that the products of one climate on 
our continent should be exchanged for those of 


another.

We don’t want our navy any smaller. It is now 
only a skeleton. A navy is a delicately adjusted 
instrument. Its effectiveness depends upon a bal- 
ance of the parts—battleships, destroyers, cruisers, 
and the rest. If we reduce our sea armament any 
farther, we shall find ourselves with only a few 
units of the most important sorts. The failure of 
a single piece of mechanism which at our present 
strength would only weaken us might then prove 
disastrous. When we have eighteen battleships, 
the failure of a turret or even of an entire ship to

The undersigned Committee, representing a large amount of the preferred and 
common stock of your railroad, have asked the court to permit them to intervene 
on behalf of the stockholders in the receivership and foreclosure proceedings now 
pending in the Federal Court at Chicago. Without intervention stockholders have 
no standing in. court and cannot be heard on matters touching their interests, nor 

ectively set in motion any proposal or question any action taken. 


Two Government proceedings now- pending may amar s influence the value 
of your stock, namely, the Western District Rate hearing before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the inquiry of one of the Commissioners into the con- 
duct and management of the St. Paul Railway. Until the results of these inquiries 
are at least within view and until the attitude of the Government upon the exten- 
sion of its $55,000,000 loans is more definite, your interests cannot properly be 
determined. 

Security holders of railroads in the Northwestern Region are actively repre- 
sented by counsel in the rate hearing. They have already introduced the testimony 
of their expert and others and a plan is about to be proposed and stpported by 
them to secure an increase of rates in Western Trunk Line Territory to the average 
of other sections of the Western District. It appears to us that action along these 
lines by the Interstate Commerce Commission would make possible a reorganization 
of your railroad to your advantage. To this and other ends intervention in the 
pending court proceedings is sought by our Committee. 

No one else representing the stockholders, so far as we know, is activel 
participating in these matters. No other Stockholders’ Committee has appea 
either personally or by counsel, at the rate hearing or elsewhere in the proceedings. 


Two plans of reorganization have thus far been presented to the security holders 
of the St. Paul Railway. We are in no way committed to either of these plans. 
Our object in the proposed intervention is solely to represent the interests of the 
stockholders, to prevent any precipitate action that may be injurious to them or 
that may foreclose them from sharing in a reorganization based upon the probable 
earning power and future development of the railroad property. We have retained 
as our counsel in the court proceedings Wm. Church Osborn of Osborn, Fleming & 
Whittlesey, of New York, and Lessing Rosenthal of Rosenthal, Hamill & Wormser,
